CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Association  of  Provincial  Land  Surveyors 
of  British  Columbia. 

ARTICLE  IL 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

1  To  facilitate  the  acquirement  and  inter- 
chaDge  of  professional  knowledge  among  its 
members. 

2  To  promote  the  general  interests  and  ele- 
vate the  standing  of  the  profession. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERS. 

1  The  Association  shall  consist  of  members, 
honorary  members,  associate  members  and 
students. 

2.  Members  must  be  Provincial  Land  Sur- 
veyors and  only  such  shall  vote  or  hold  office. 
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',i.  Honorary  iiicinlM'rH  sliiill  hr  <listiii<;iiislir(l 
iiifMi.  who.  !)>•  virliic  of  Ihcir  posilioii  nuts  bo 
n\Av  lo  rmllior  llio  objects  of  Uiu  Association. 

4.  Associates  ni(MnlM>rH  sliall  be  thoso  who  am 
not  TroviiKMal  Land  Surveyors  by  profession, 
hilt  whose  pursuits,  scientific  accjuirenicnts.  or 
f)ractical  experienci*  <|unhry  them  to  co-operate 
\\ith  Provincial  Ijand  Surveyors  in  tlie  atlvance- 
meiit  of  professional  knowledj^je. 

r>.  Stud<?n1s  shall  be  those  under  articles  to 
Provincial  Land  Surveyors. 


AllTTC^LF.  IV. 

ItKi^lIHEMKNTS  POK  ELECTION. 

1.  Anv  Provincial  Laud  Survevor  mav  be- 
come  a  ineinber  upon  payments  of  the  fees 
preHcribed  by  Ijy-laws. 

2.  Ifonorary  uieuibers  must  be  uorainuted  by 
two  members  and  tlui  nomination  approved 
bv  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  lOxecutive  Com- 
mittee.  The  nomination,  with  approval,  must 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary-Trejusurer  at 
least  one  month  before  the  annual  ^eueral 
meetin<c.  Persons  nominated  for  lionorarv  mem- 
l)ership  shall  be  electeil  by  ballot  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided  for  the  election  of  officers 
of  the  Association.  The  number  of  honorary 
mend)ers  shall  not  at  any  one  time  exceed 
twenty,  and  they  shall  be  exempt  from  ])aymeut 
of  dues. 

3.  Associate  members  and  students  shall  be 
nominated  in  writing  by  one  member  to  the 
Secn^tary -Treasurer,  juid  on  approval  of  such 
nomination  by  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
at  once  be  admitted  upon  payment  of  fees  ])re' 
scribed  bv  bv-law.

><ist  of  an  Honorary  President,  a  l'i(>sidcnt,  Vic(! 
Presidoiit,  Sccrctary-Trcasnrer,  and  an  Exe- 
cutive Coniniitteo,  all  of  whom,  except  tlie 
llonorarv  Presi<ient  and  the  Surveyor  ( ieneral, 
shall  he  (leclfireil  elected  at  the  annual  ^'eneral 
meeting,'  by  hotter  ballot. 

4.  No  mond)er  of  the  Association  shall  till  \\w 
ofRcoof  Tresident  fur  more  than  two  cnnsecn- 
tivo  years. 

.').  Xonnnations  for  officers  of  tlu^  Association 
shall  bo  made  to  the  Seci-etarv  Treasurer,  in 
writing',  by  two  members, at  Usist  2  mont  lis  before 
the  annual  ;;eneral  nKH-tinj^'.  The  Secretary 
Treasurer  shall  prepare  and  forward  ballot 
papers  to  the  members  of  the  Associat  ion,  who 
shall  return  them,  marked,  in  seaknl  (>nvelopes, 
to  the  Secrotarv-Treasnrer  before  the  date  uf 
the  annual  jLfoneral  meeting'. 

().  The  letter  ballots  shall  be  opened  at    the 
annual  general  meeting  and  tht»  majority  of  tho 
ballots  cast  ip.  each  ca^o  shall  decido  the  elec 
tion. 

7.  In  case  of  an  even  or  tie  vot(%  the  elect  ion 
shall  be  decided  by  the  members  present  at  the 
annual  meeting,  voting  by  ballot. 

8.  Should  the  Socrotary-Treasurernot  receive 
three  nominations  for  each  of  tho  ofliccs  of 
President,  Vice  President  and  Secr<tary  Trea- 
surer, or  six  nominati(»iis   for  iiicnd)ers   of   the 


ExecutivoCommitteo.tho  Executive  Coiniuittoe 
Hhall  add  to  tin;  ballot  |)a|»ers  a  sulficient  num- 
ber of  iiauH'H  to  make  up  the  number  of  three 
canclidateH  for  ea(!h  of  the  olUueB  and  twelve 
for  the  Execjutive  C>>nimittee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

1.  The  annufd  ^^oneral  uieetin^f  shall  coiii- 
menee  on  the  firnt  Wednesday  after  the  tifteent  h 
day  of  January,  at  Victoria. 

2.  SjK'cial  nieetinj^s  of  tJio  Association  shall 
he  called  by  the  President,  when  requested  in 
writinj^  by  a  majority  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


.'$.  Eleven  memlKTH  flhall  form  a  quorum,  at 
any  meeting',  for  tlie  transaction  of  business. 

AUTICLE  VII. 

AMESI>MBNTH. 

1.  If  any  meml)er  of  the  Asscx-iation,  who 
may  desire  ac'  .u«,'e  in  the  Constitutitm  of  the 
aHHwnation,  shjill  ^'ive  notice  of  such  contem- 
plated chnnire  to  the  St5cretary-Treji.su rer  j.t 
least  2  months  before  tlie  next  annual  (ireneral 
meeting,  the  Secretary -Treasurer  sliall,  in  h\» 
notice  of  such  meetint;  to  the  members,  notify 
them  of  the  name  of  the  parly  proposing  such 
chans^'e  and  the  nature  thereof. 

2.  Xo  l>y-law  or  rule  shall  be  altered,  or  new- 
one  adopted,  except  at  a  general  meetiner,  and 
such  amen(hnent  shall  be  voted  nix)n  at  the 
said  treneral  meetiner;  two-thirds  n^ajority  of  the 
votes  east  bein<?  necessary  for  its  adoption  and 
by  letter  ballot. 

ARTICLE  VI IL 

EXJi^CUTIVK  COMMI'lTPTE. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  sh-dl  con>*ist  of 
the  President,  Vice  President,  Secretjsry-Treas- 
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uror  ami  throo  iDoinherH,  nn«l  hIiiiII  have  direc- 
tion .'ind  nianuircMiieiit  of  tho  Hiriiirs  of  t  lio  Ah- 
Foi'iation.  Throe  inomborH  to  f»)rin  a  ouormii. 

2.  The  meotin^jH  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  l>e  liold  at  the  call  of  the  Presitlent,  (jr Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, 

AirJlCLE  IX. 

AUDITOUS. 

Two  aviditors,  to  be  elected  by  ballot,  shall 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  AHWociation  annually, 
and  present  their  report  of  the  Hame  at  the 
arnual  general  meotini;.

2.  All  motions  must  be  in  writing  and  shall 
contain  the  names  of  the  mover  and  seconder, 
and  must  be  read  by  the  Cl\air  before  being 
discussed. 

•5.  ReiK)rts  of  Committees  must  1x3  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  Chairman  thereof. 

i.  No  member  shall  speak  on  auy  subject 
more  than  on(;e,  except  the  introducer  of  the 
subject,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  reply,  every 
member,  however,  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
plain himself,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Chair. 

r>.  When  a  motion  has  been  finally  put  to  the 
meeting  by  the  Qiairman,  all  discussion  thereon 
shall  be  closed. 

0.  The  Chairn||n  shall  appoint  two  scrutineers 
when  a  ballot  istaken. 

7.  Every  momlKU-,  when  s[)oaking,  shall  ad- 
dress the  Chair. 
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SUBSCKirXIONS. 

8.  Tho  fee  for  uieniberHliip  for  luonilu'rs  shall 
bo  live  dollars  (65  )  per  uimum,  payable  in  ad- 
vance. 

9.  Associate  members  and  students  shall  pay 
a  fee  of  two  and  one-half  dollais  (!$23  o)  annually. 

10.  Every  Y)erson  admitted  to  the  Association 
shall  bo  li{d)le  for  all  duos,  until  he  shall  hav(i 
signified  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  in  writinir, 
his  dt^sire  to  withdraw,  when,  if  his  dues  shall 
have  been  fully  paid  up,  his  name  will  bo  erastul 
from  the  list  of  membership. 

11.  No  person  in  arrears  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  until  all  such  arrears  are  ])aid,  and  any 
person  bekmfyinj^  to  the  Association  who  shall 
refuse  to  pay  any  dues,  or  who  shall  neglect  the 
s  ime  for  six  numths,  after  notice  thereof  bv  the 
Secretary -Treasurer,  may,  by  a  vote  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  be  stru(;k  otf  fnjm  the  roll 
of  membership. 

12.  All  annual  subscri{)tions shall  become  due 
on  the  tirst  day  of  January  in  each  year  for  tlie 
year  then  commencing,  and  must  be  i)aid  before 
the  first  day  of  April  of  that  year.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  to  notify 
each  member  of  the  amount  duo  for  the  erisuin»i 
year  at  the  time  of  giving  notice  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

13.  The  amount  of  the  annual  dues  to  be  pai<l 
for  the  support  of  the  Association,  may  be 
changed  from  time  to  time,  at  the  annual  gene»al 
meeting,  provided  that  notice  of  intenchHi  action 
thereon  shall  have  been  given  to  the  members 
2  months  previously,  by  cinnilar.  No  alteration 
in  the  amount  of  said  fees  shall  af)ply  to  the 
fiscal  year  during  whi(!h  it  is  made,  but  shall 
take  etlet.'t  on  and  after  the  first  day  (»f  January 
next  suceeding  the  date  of  such  alleralion. 
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14.  Tho  Executive  Committee  may,  for  suf- 
ficiont  cause,  exem[)t  from  pnyment  of  anruuil 
dues  any  meml)er  distinguished  in  his  profes- 
sional career,  who,  from  ill-lieaith,  advanced  aye, 
or  from  other  ^ond  reason  assi^'ned,  does  not 
continue  tiy  carry  on  a  lucrative  practice,  and  is 
unable  to  pav  such  dues.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee may  remit  the  whole  or  part  of  any 
arrears,  or  accept,  in  lieu  thereof,  desirable  ad- 
ditions to  the  library  a  d  museum. 

p:xpui.sion  . 

15.  Upon  the  request  of  ten  or  more  members, 
tli.'it,  for  causes  si)ecitied,  a  person  belonging  to 
the  Association  should  be  expelled,  the  Execu- 
tive C()mmittee  shall  consider  the  matter,  and 
if  there  be  sufficient  reason,  shall  advise  the  ac- 
cused that  his  resignation  will  be  accepted.  He 
may,  upon  demand,  receive  a  copy  of  the  charges 
against  him,  and  present  a  written  defence.  Two 
mouths  after  such  action  on  his  pjirt,  the  Ex- 
ecutive Commi  tee  shall  finally  consider  the 
case,  and,  if  resignstion  has  nf)t  been  tendered, 
or  a  sati-i factory  defence  D)ade,  will  then  notify 
the  member  that  he  will  be  expelled  in  one 
month  unless  he  elects  to  appeal  from  this  de- 
cision. Appeals  sha  1  be  voted  on  by  the  As- 
sociation bj  letter  ballot,  and  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  notify  the  accused  and  the 
Association  of  the  result.  In  case  no  appeal  is 
made,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  expel  the 
accused,  and  notify  hirn  and  the  As-ociation  of 
the  same,  atid  such  notification  shall,  in  any 
event,  be  '  he  only  notice,  public  or  private,  taken 
of  the  matter. 


DUTIES  OF   OFFICERS. 

1(3.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
nt  which  he  is  present;  in  his  absence, the  Vice- 
President;  in  the  absence  of  both,  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  the  absence  of 
all  of  the  above  named  officials,  tho  meeting 
sludl  appoint  a  chairman. 
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17.  The  ijrpKi.lin^'  offloer  pIuiU  Imvo  a  vote  on 
all  measures,  iu  addition  to  a  eating?  vote. 

18.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  nn 
accurate  record  of  all  meetings,  conduct  nil  cor- 
respondence, announce  all  raeetinus,  receive  all 
fees  Hud  subscriptions  Jind  otlier  moneys,  pay 
no  bills  unless  sanctioned  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  sijjned  by  their  chairman,  make 
an  nnnual  report  of  all  receipts  and  di-iluirse- 
ments,  and  shall  perform  sucu  otlier  duties  as 
may  from  lime  to  time  be  assij^med  to  Lim  by 
the  Executive  Committee.
